Aviator Fowler Fails in His 


Attempt to Cross the 


Sierras. 


WILL TRY IT AGAIN 


Colfax, C:il., Sept. 23."—A rampart 


of mountains shouldering up through 
the mists this morning beat back 
Aviator.-Robert G. Fowler, who made 
an unsuccessful attempt to scale iho 
Sierras, in resuming his trans-con- 
tinental aeroplane (light interrupted 
Sept.,.11, by' the wrecking of his . bi- 
plane near here. 
Fowler 
left 
the 


ground at 6:43 o'clock, flew 24 miles 
to Blue Canon and after a half hour's 
battle with the mountain winds, re- 
turned to Colfax, alighting at 8:55. 
He said his engine was not strong 
enough to carry him over the sum- 
mit and lhat he would put in a strong- 
er engine and start again Monday. 


When Fowler got into the sky the, 


winds slapped his air craft about like 
waves tossing a channel boat. 
The 


mountain air from Colfax to Summit 
Is cross-patched with uncharted gusts 
and they nosed the invader about the 
sky until his biplane ..bucked like a 
cayuse. 
Climbing higher he 
found 


stiller currents but the air was thin 
and the planes would not "bite." He 
thereupon returned. 
Fowler covered 


about 75 miles in his flight going and 
returning and attained a height of 
2,300 feet. 


Fowler was ready at 
f>:"0 o'clock 


this morning to resume his interrupt- 
ed flight to New York. 
He waited 


only for a favorable report of weather 
conditions. 
Fowler left the ground at 


6:4." 
a. m. circling the city several 


times until be reached a height of 
1,500 .feet, then swung nwjiy toward 
the summit. 
In twelve minutes be 


was out of sight, bis engine running 
smoothly. 
The aeroplane reappeared 


n the eastern sky at 7:l."t. (be aviator 
•ipparcnlly devoting himself to trying 
.nit the air currents as he kept work-' 
ng higher. 
.Tusl before he 
left the 


ground Fowler said that the machine 


was 'in good shape and that he had 
every prospect of success. A message 
from Summit reading, 
"Clouds- are 


high," was handed to him and turning 
to bis crew. Fowler said, "Might as 
well shoot her." 


A" minute Inter he rose in the air 


and began circling for altitude.

CANADA DOES NOT LIKE US. 


They do not like us any more, if they ever did. The 


decisiveness with which our cousins of Canada fell 
upon the reciprocity treaty argues a more passionate 
emotion that merely fear that it would be a bad thing 
for their trade. The campaign developed a bitterness 
of hostility and an aggressiveness of national spirit 
that can be accounted for in no other way than that 
Canada feels little affection for the United States. 


Canada has been growing and 
developing 
with 


amazing rapidity during the past decade. She aspires 
to be, as no doubt she is becoming, a great national 
entity. She wants herself to and for herself. 
She 


evidently desires no nursing for her trade and no help 
for her growth from the outside. She is wary, jealous 
and suspicious. 
She sees, or at least affects to see. 


in the trade pact concluded by her commissioners and 
the president of the United States an insidious en- 
croachment of the power of the great republic that 
bounds her from ocean to ocean on the south. There 
is no ground for such misgiving and suspicion, but 
they arc there and must bc'made the best of by Can- 
tda and the United States. 


It is an unfortunate situation and will work harm to 


both nations. 
Beyond question the reciprocity agree- 


ment would have wrought great good to the trade and 
to the people of both countries. 
But as it has been 


got along without on both sides of the border, so it 
can be further got along without. That is not the 
graver aspect of the disaster which has overtaken the 
Laurier government on the reciprocity issue. There 
is more than commercial jealousy at the bottom of the 
conservative triumph. 


In this stupendous assertion of the national spirit in 


Canada there is something for the sovereign govern- 
ment across the seas to take note of and consider. A 
Canada twice as large as the Canada of today may feel 
her strength equal to the task of creating a free and 
independent nation of a people already sovereign in all 
but name.

attention through the operation of the Sherman anti- 
trust law. 
For results are what is wanted; results, not 


theories. 


• It has become apparent—even to many p-ust man- 


agers—that the day of the let-alone policy for great 
business concerns is past. 
The American people are 


not going to be content to let men build up important 
monopolies and run them to suit themselves. 
The re- 


sults of such a policy have proved intolerable. 


Alternative courses, then, are open. 
The government j 


can attempt—as it is doing under the Sherman act—to 
restore in a measure the old competitive conditions—or 
it can permit consolidation and combination to pro- 
ceed, always under governmental supervision and with 
the final corporation regulated in greater or less degree 
by the government. 


It is evident that the competitive method must neces- 


sitate the abandoning of a number of advantages as- 
serted for combinations. 
Economies in operation, in 


the sale of products, in adjusting supply to demand, in 
so far as they are attained by consolidation, must be 
sacrificed if the big corporations are to be broken up. 


If it should prove true, as has been asserted, that it 


will cost several million dollars more a year to oper- 
ate the various branches of the Standard Oil company 
independently than it cost to operate them under the 
central company, then the disintegration must prove an 
economic waste. 
In the long run the excess cost must 


be paid by the consumers of oil and other products. 
The question is whether under government regulation it 


light not prove possible to save this waste and to give 
he consumers the benefit of It.

IT IS NOT YET TOO LATE—DO IT. 


The city council in committee of the whole has de- 


cided to report the annual tax levy with no provision 
made for procuring means with which to solve the gar- 
bage problem in Fort Wayne. 
This is short-sighted 


and it is disappointing to public expectation. 
The 


more so is it, because no sound reason operates to pre- 
vent making provision for a necessity so acute. 
If 


the administration and the council would for a moment 
forget the partisan barrier which divides them we be- 
lieve there could be a coalition of sentiment and con- 
cord of action upon some proposal looking to the be- 
ginning of a solution of this garbage question. 
It 


should be borne in rmind by the council that this gar- 
•bage situation is acute and that nothing which contcm- 


, plates dealing with it by the means now available or 
•proposed will relieve it. Repair of the old crematory 
and a larger appropriation for garbage collection may 
and doubtless will to some appreciable degree amelior- 
•ate conditions during the coming year; but Fort 
Wayne is expanding in area and growing rapidly in 
population and the necessities and difficulties entailed 
upon the municipal duty of disposing of this species 
of city waste will constantly multiply. A modern sys- 
tem of garbage disposal, and none other should he 
'thought of, will subject the,city to a heavy expendi- 
ture. It will require' several years to raise the means 
as well.as to perfect and give material form to plans 
for such a system. There ought not to be any dela) 
of the first step in that direction. To include in the 
tax levy a small provision for beginning a garbage 
plant fund will be to fix that project in the municipa 
program, which is assurance that it. will remain there 
until it is properly .disposed of. It is not too late to 
make this provision in the tax levy and the counci 
and the administration should rise to their duty in th( 
matter. No partisan disadvantage can involve either i: 
they unite in the performance of a duty they share it 
common and which it is a discredit to shirk.

Both may be equally good, or the rep- 
utation, which Is gained by words and 
acts, may be higher than the charac- 
ter wan-ants. 
Character is built up 


from 
thoughts, 
and 
sometimes, 


though 
the 
words 
and 
acts 


?.ppear 
good, the 
motives 'prompt- 


ins them do not 
reach 
the 
high- 


est 
moral 
standards, 
because the 


thought-world is not thoroughly good 
and pure.- Hence we see that charac- 
ter Is higher and trl'.-o noble than rep- 
utation. 
It Is good character that 


should .be aimed for, and the good rep- 
utation will doubtless follow. 


We inherit a nature but we acquire 


a character. 
Character is largely «. 


personal creation: it is made, devel- 
' oped, cultivated: It is what the indi- 
vidual chooses to make it. We all wish 
our children to possess good charac- 
.ters. It is our most sacred duty to as- 


sist the child in laying the foundation 
of a noble character during the years 
when he Is too young to' understand 
the importance of It. Character should 
be the supreme end of all school work 
and of all home training.

Youth Is the time to mould 


their characters. We cannot begin too 
early with them, for character Is of 
slow growth. Horace Mann rays, "i^or

the rest. If the work of these years Is 
not what it should be, all subsequent 
teaching Is of the nature of reforma- 
tion rather than cdYicatlon. 


Personal Power. 


In building up good characters in 


our children the first requisite, is a

aim.

Forward Movement Ordered. 


On the 16th a forward, movement 


was ordered, and the regiment started 
for Savannah. T<?nn. On the morning 
of the Gth of April, when they were 
within twenty-one miles of Savannah, 
shortly after they set out on 
the 


march, the monotony was broken by 
the sound of heavy guns on the dis- 
tant battlefield of Shlloh. Almost In- 
stantly all was excitement; 
knapsacks 


were discarded, a. double 
ration of 


ball cartridges wns Issued and the 
Thirtieth was on Its way at almost a 
double-quiek to the battlefield ot Shl- 
loh, 
where they arrived on the morn- 


Ing of the 7th of April, 1881, and were 
soon hotly, engaged In one 
of 
the 


bloodiest and most stubbornly contest- 
ed battles of the war. 


Cel. Ban Mortally Wounded. 


Hero the boys were fully convinced 


that the war in* no dresa parade af- 
fair, for they found that the Johnnies 
would flKht, and fight hard. Here the 
regiment's gallant coknel. S. S. Bans, 
while directing and encouraging htn 
men. who idolized him aa a leader, 
fell, wounded unto death. The reel- 
men t lost thirty-cisbt killed and 107 
wounded. 


Until the last of May tlic regiment 


wa» engaged in tlurtleee of CottnUi. 
After 5ts capture the troops: rcmittned 
there until the JOth of Jane, when 
they started across the northern port 
of Alabama, passing through Luka. 
Tiucombia, 
Florence, 
Athens 
and 


HuntaviUe. reaching Bridgeport, on 
the Memphis and Charleston railroad, 
on the 23rd oC July. 


In Pursuit of Bragg. 


After a month's rest they com- 


menced that ever-to-be-remembered 
march over the Cumberland mountains 
in the pursuit of Bragg, who we* 
headed for JLouisvllle. No doubt many 
of the Thirtieth comrades who will 
meet In Port Wayne on the 27th and 
28th of September will recall that 
march up the Sequatchle 
valley and 


back again; then up the valley of Bat- 
tle Creek, crossing the mountains at 
Altamont, passing through Manches- 
ter, Murfreesboro, 
Nashville. 
Good- 


letsville, Whitt Hill, Franklin, Bowl- 
ing Green to Mumfordaville. 
where 


they .came up with the rear of Bragg's 
army, "which had captured our forces 
at that place a few days before. 


Skirmished with the rear 
guard 


until we reached Elizabethtown, when 
Bragg took down the pike and Buell 
~~ 
-^. on to Louisville, arriving there 


on the 26th of September, 18B2, thus 
ending 'one 
of the 
most strenuous 


marches in the history of the Thir- 
tieth. 


The citizens of Louisville had been 


in great fear for several days thut 
their city would 
be 
destroyed 
by 


Bragg's army. Upon the entrance ot 
Buell's army .they found them rejoin- 
ins—the stars and stripes were wav- 
ing from the- windows and housetops, 
and the streets \vere thronged with 
ladies waving the old flag above their 
heads as they marched along. 


Welcome to Louisville. 


Old ladles rushed Into the streets 


and asked, 
"Are . these 
the 
Shiloh 


troops?" and on being answered in 
the affirmative, exclaimed", "God bless 
you! 
Our city Is safe." Others dis- 


tributed pies mid cakes ns they passed 
nlr>n_B, making them feel, no doubt, 
that thev were surely in God's coun- 
try agnln. 
After cleaning up and re- 


ceiving new uniforms they tested a 
few 
days. 
They then started for 


Frankfort, Ky., arriving there on the 
4th of October. Here they had sev- 
eral sharp skirmishes 
wlfh 
Brasg's 


forces. 
On 
the 13th the regiment 


started on the roturn trip, Bragg hav- 
ir.g retreated southward again. Thuy 
passed through Herrodslnirg, l.eboan 
and

where they arrived on the 27th of Xo- 
vemher, 18G2. 
They had a. sharp en- 


gagement at I/avergne. and from ihiit 
on until the 31st of December thpy

.^'oelcnsvlllc and Trovinn, whlc-h were 
but. preliminary to the battle of Stone 
River, which took place on the 31st

Why Battl* W«i Important. 


In order to get a. correct idea of 


.the Importance of that battle as being 
the means of settling the question of 
the rebellion in the west, we must go 
back a little to consider the conditions 
.«nfl circumstances Just prior to that 
which led up to the battle of Franklin 
Sherman's movement to the south and 
tjie; capture of the city of Atlanta was 


" discouraging, to the enemy. 
They had 


,;been driven back step by step from 
Cnittinooga to Atlanta, and finally 
off Into Alabama. It was evident thai 
Sherman also contemplated

The president of the confederacy had

Enemy Churgn Works. 


The works were not completed and 


the troops hardly in position when the 
enemy, far superior to ours,' charged 
the works eight lines deep.

Wagoner's brigade mace a determined 
stand, but. was driven back over the 
works. 
The enemy followed at their 


heels, breaking the lines, capturing our 
artillery, thu* leaving the way

Lawton in Command. 


That part of the regiment that had 


not re-enlisted was relieved from duty.

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A Fool's Verdict 


A Sermon by

• • 
Text—Ps. 14:1: 
"The fool hath said in his heart, there Is. no God." 


This seems severe language, but we 


are to remember that the psalmist was 
looking out upon a world tn which cor- 
ruption was running riot. 
Wickedness 


seemed .to be the established law of 
life. 
Good men were scorned and de- 


voured like bread. 
And the cause of 


this carnival of foulness, the psalmist 
thought, was a denial of God. To the 
man with a vision and experience of 
God. human society, in such moral 
conditions, even though rich with ma- 
terial prosperity, was bedlam. 
And 


the madness which produced it wa* 
the denial of God. 


We are coming back to the mood of 


the psalmist. 
The intense scientific 


activity of the past half century, its 
new formula of evolution, its new abil- 
ity to interpret natural facts 
which 


were before dark and mysterious, all 
this has disturbed the faith of many 
souls, it has brought fear to the devout 
and jubilant joy to the skeptical. But 
the tide has turned. 
"The 
age of 


doubt" has passed into "a new epoch 
for faith." A great statesman has de- 
clared that "belief in God is the fun- 
damental basis of the healthy life of 
any people." A famous scientist came 
back from his brilliant refutation of 
the Christian faith and died in the 
communion of the Christian church, 
confessing. "It is reasonable to be a 
Christian believer." 


The Limitetiont of Science. 


Science is admitting the limitations 


of her territory, and has acknowledged 
that there are some problems 
more 


profound than those she deals with, 
that the discovery of .method is not 
the same thing as the discovery 
of 


power. While she may be able to say 
how things are made and are being 
made, as to why they are being made 
and by whom, she must. e*w*fer bcVve 
or be silent. The Great Companion is 
not dead. To assert that he is. Is to 
be guilty of monstrous Colly. "It Is ab- 
surd to say that a number of atoms 
falling together of their own accord 
could make a sprig of moss, a microbe 
or a living animal." So said Lord Kel- 
vin, the acknowledged leader of Brit- 
ish science. 


One of our accepted truths Is that 


we are under the rule of law. Nothing 
Is accidental. 
The tides, the seasons, 


the rains and snows and dews, the har- 
vests., the storms that sweep the earth, 
the diseases that kfll us. the changing 
temperatures, 
the 
swinging planets 


and shining stars, and even the erratic 
comets, are all under law. The most 
turbulent forces that disturb the earth 
beneath us or careen tn the 
spaces 


about us. nre under orders. Not only 
to the sea, but to even" 
force 
that, 


moves, has gone forth the flat. "Thus 
far and no farther." If this were not 
true, 
we could 
have 
no 
science. 


Science is just a fuller knowledge of 
the laws that are prevailing In this 
universe of ours. 
To 
discover 
the 


forces by which the earth's crust is 
made and the lows of their working 
and write the history of their work, 
that Is geology. We ask how the stars 
move and shine, that is our astron- 
omy. 
We study plants, their struc- 


ture and the laws of their growth, that 
Is botany. To know the air currents* 
and cloud forces, is meteorology. Per- 
haps we shall know the mysteries of 
even the changing atmosphere so well 
some day that Kipling's brilliant im- 
agination may come true and we shall 
have mall packets and freighters and 
hospital ships flying through the air. 
each at its appointed level in its well 
defined airy lane. 


The Universe Under Divine Law. 


• In the Ignorant days, instead of or- 


dered worlds, men looking up into the 
heat-ens saw only strange signs and 
wonders: In a storm they saw the fury 
of an outraged god or godcss, in chem- 
ical wonders they saw magic. 
We 


have some credulous and superstitious 
people in the world today, who believe 
In the fatality of the'mystic number 
thirteen, and 
find 
signs 
in 
trivial 


events, and shudder when they break 
a looking glass. But now it is perfect- 
ly plain that both our science and su- 
perstition proclaim our conviction that 
fhis universe Is full of 
meaning—is 


crammed with 
meaning. 
"Nothing 


walks with aimless feet." It is an or- 
dered whole. 
Its parts are related. 


The laws that rule us here are In force 
on the furthest star. 


Our attempts to understand the uni- 


verse prove at least that we believe It 
can be understood. We could not per- 
ceive order if It were disorderly. And 
If order exists, it is absurd to think 
It accidental. Order is the outcome of 
intentloral thought. Our sciences are 
discoveries and descriptions of "knowl- 
edge too wonderful" for us, 'of thoughts 
higher than ours, which have 
been 


wrought into the texture of worlds. It 
the universe were not rationally con- 
structed, it would be a sealed book to 
us. We cannot understand the move- 
ments of- an insane mind, because that 
riiind has slipped from the control ot 
personal will. No more could we im- 
derst,and a-chaotic universe. 
If the 


worlds rushed through the spaces as 
though in drunken frenzy, If the atoms 
rushed about a,itnlessly, the uniVerse 
would ko a bedlam, our 
civilization 


•would fall Into ruin and we should go 
mad.. Now to perceive the laws of the 
universe and then to fancy that these 
are .a substitute for God is to be ab" 
fiurd. Yet the assumption has some- 
times been made that, the establish- 
ment of law is the dethronement of 
God. 
It is a sort of socialistic prin- 


ciple' applied to stupid atoms—law 
prevailing, but no government. This la 
the dream of an annrdhist. The theory 
'of some has been more law. less God; 
'ill law, no God. Whereas the truth Is, 
;he extension of the domain of law 
means the extension of the rule of God, 
»nd law universally operating is God 
anlversally present. 
"O God. T think 


:hy thoughts over after thee," said the 
ireat Kepler, as he found the laws of 


planetary motion, which speech was 
not only reverent, but logical. 


"God 
is law, say the wise, O Soul, and 


let us rejoice; 


For if he thunder by law, the thunder 


Is still his voice." 


I think one of the pathetic things in 


Christian history is the terror which 
lias come upon the defenders of the 
Christian-faith more than once, because 
of changes in scientific thinking.' 


How God Works in Nature. 


The Copernican system of the uni- 


verse seemed to deny man's import- 
ance by making the earth an Insig- 
nificant planet, and because it seemed 
to contradict Biblical statements, the 
church defied it and Its champions were, 
persecuted and sometimes burned to 
death. The' alarm was false and camg 
out of a false Biblical literalism, which 
is not yet dead. 
And again, when 


science said that the universe as it 
is Is the result of progress;- that it 
has 'had a gradual development: that 
forces now. working in it and upon it 
have been slowly shaping It through 
the ages, there was another cry of ter- 
ror from the ranks of the faithful. It 
seemed like a denial of God's Immedi- 
ate action. And Indeed scientists have 
sometimes assumed as an established 
fact that God has been outgrown and 
Is no longer necessary to account for 
things. Such fear and such effrontery 
aliKe spring from a false idea of super- 
natural action. It Is the confusion of 
method with cause. It is absurd folly 
to think that because we have discov- 
ered God's way of doing things, we 
have therefore made him 
unneces- 


sary. The gradual method of produc- 
ing the natural order demands God's 
presence 
constantly, 
the 
sudden 


method demands It only occasionally. 
A story of an eastern k/ng Is related 
that while walking tn <r"s garden one 
day with his counselor, discussing the 
wonderful works of God. the skeptical 
king said, "Show me a sign, and I will 
believe." 
And the 
counselor said, 


"Here are 
four acorns; 
will 
your 


majesty please take nnd p)6nt them 
and then look Into this clear pool of 
water?" 
And the king did so. and 


when he looked up he saw four mighty 
oak trcq?. nnd exclaimed, "Truly, this 
Is a miracle, this Is the work of God." 
"How long wire you looking in the 
pool?" asked the counselor. "About .-. 
second,", wild the king. "Eighty years 
have passed as a second," said the 
other. And the king looked at his gar- 
ments, nnd they were threadbare, and 
again he looked Into the pool and saw 
reflected there In the face of an old: 
man. and "he cried angrily. "This Is 
not a miracle, after all." 
The conn-' 


selor replied. "It Is the work of God, 
whether it Is done In a second, or In 
eighty years." 


We used to argue from des-lgn. and 


to be very fond some years ago of the 
argument from the watch. Evolution, 
we are told, destroyed the value of 
this argument. Because, suppose the 
watch was not made by anybody as It 
is. hut came from a preceding watch 
loss perfect, than Itself, and that from 
another without dial or hands, and so 
on back until at the beginning there 
is nothing but a rex-olving barrel, then 
your argument is gone. 
No. 
It 
is 


strengthened. 
For 
where 
di<j that 


original revolving barrel get power to 
evolve, where did It get power to Im- 
prove Itself and become a marvelous 
combination of wheels, springs, pin- 
ions, dial and hands, all of them work- 
Ing together with purpose of indicat- 
ing time? That Is, If the universe is 
not a. machine, but a (lower, it re- 
quires, not a smaller, hut a larger and 
steadier exercise of 
infinite 
power. 


The proofs of purpose in the world are 
not fewer with the new forms of think- 
ing about It. They are more plentiful. 
World history Is crammed with adjust- 
ments, 
An ordination council a few 


years ago had before it a young can- 
didate whose mind was alive with the 
thinking of his time. 
He was asked 


by a member of the council what he 
thought of Paley's argument from de- 
sign. "Oh, It was all very well for its 
day," he answered: "It called attention 
to some indications of purpose in the 
creation, but the proofs of 
purpose 


which have been shown us since by 
such writers as Darwin and Tyndal 
and Huxley, throw all that exhibit Into 
the shade." It was a sprightly reply, 
perhaps a trifle flippant, but it was 
true. 
Adaptation Is the constant ne- 


cessity of the theory of the influence 
qf environment upon life. And do such 
adjustments occur without, a supreme 
and superintending mind? 
Absurd! 


"The fool hath said in .his heart, there 
is no God." The arguments for God's 
existence are mostly modern, because 
the .doubt of his existence Is a modern 
disease. It can never be epidemic, and 
hns never been common. 


Religion Never Outgrown, 


Such a speech is not 
only 
intel- 


lectual folly, but vital folly.* It brings 
hopeless confusion Into human nature. 
At the top of the developing natural 
order stands man, and -at the summit 
of man's being Is hli religious nature. 
It is the highest thing in him, the most 
characteristic, the most persistent. He 
was religious before he was highly in- 
tellectual. Some ray that in that fact 
we hnve the proof that the religious > 
Impulse is not normal and not final. 
Man was religious before he knew bet- 
ter. His religion Is a relic of his in- 
fancy, and should be laid aside with 
other' nursery delusions. But It can't 
be laid aside; it Is vital. 
Delusions 


are outgrown—religion Is never out- 
grown. No Increase of rational power 
drives it out. Now nature never bur- 
dens us long with useless organs. If 
a faculty Is useless, it withers away, 
and, if it doesn't we find means to cut 
it away. 
If spiritual instincts were 


lies, they would disappear. 
But they 


don't disappear. They persist, are in- 
veterate, 'were never stronger 
than 


now. 
And how shall we account for 


them; these longings, prayers, faith, 
vision, peace? Have they no adequate 
cause. No true answer? John Flske 
said once, that if man's religious na- 
ture and experience had nothing ob- 
jectively real to answer them, it would, 
be something utterly 
without pre- 


cedent in the whole history of creation, 
and declared that "all the analogies of 
nature fairly shout" against such an 
assumption. 


The Supreme Folly. 


No God! 
Then who is respoifslble 


for the divine things In human life? 
No God! Then salntllness is but the* 
moral flush1 of a diseased soul; then 
martyrs have burned in defense of a 
dream; then Jesus. "Strong Son of 
God, 
immortal love." "holiest 
among 


the mighty and mightiest among the 
holy," was the saddest and most piti- 
able dupe of the ages. No God! Then 
our prayers are worth less than the air 
they disturb; then morality can get 
no logical grip on the soul. 
Are the 


lower things in man significant and 
true, and the hfgher things meaning- 
less? 
Is the body fed with what It 


needs, and the spirit fed only by its 
own baseless dreams? 
No God! Then 


nature hag devoted her ages and forces 
to the elaboration of a colossal lie. 
f 


In these days, religious life, like all 


other things, is put under the domin- 
ion .of law. We are assured that re- 
ligious sentiments and experiences be- 
long to certain ages in the life of the 
individual, and are the result of cer- 
tain phyislcal conditions. But even if 
so: if it be true that the experiences 
of free souls are to be brought under 
law In our passion for order. law In 
religion no more bars God out than 
law In nature. Who Orders the con- 
ditions and makes 
connections be- 


tween them and man's own constitu- 
tion so that his needs are met and his 
soul set to singing? 
God and man 


have Intercourse. "--We are in his world 
and In his hands. 


If the speech of the fool is true, then 


life Is folly. Dr. Watklnson refers to 
and finds Illustrations In an Idiot boy 
who used to whip his top on the pa\-e- 
ment day after 
day. 
month 
after 


month, year after year. 
Top spin- 


ning was his life work. He doubtless 
had days ot victory, and hours of de- 
feat, and his performance was. to him. 
serious and Important. 
Yet it was 


Idiotic. 
And If there be no God, all 


life Is but a useless spinning of tops. 
Our tops may differ, 
Some may bo 


very plain and some highly decorated: 
some may spin quietly. a.r.d some hum 
so loudly as to be heard across thp- 
scas,. but In any case, It Is but mean- 
ingless, useless top spinning. And the 
character of the performance Is not 
changed by giving It a dignified title 
and calling It the "propulsion of 
a 


gyroscope." 
And If the fool be right 


In his speech, life Is chaos. Our moral 
Instincts and moral habits might per- 
sist for a time, but not for long. An 
atheist may lie brave, hut his courage 
will either vanish when the storms 
come, or be a mere wooden stoicism. 
And life without God becomes 
un- 


speakably 
dreary. 
Romanes 
said, 


"Tne universe had lost its soul of love- 
liness with the denial of God, and life 
was a lonely mystery." 
When 
the 


heart sings with hope, throbs with 
purpose, breaks with grief, no God to 
meet its springing powers or dry Its 
falling tears—It's a nightmare dream. 


Glnd are we that the denial of God 


in but the refuge of the wicked or the 
folly of the fool. This thought-woven 
universe, its universal order, our aspi- 
rations and prayers, all prove 
him. 


And that we might not depend on con- 
clusions .reached by logical argument, 
Jesus came to declare him and uncover 
him and change our hopes Into certain- 
ties, our rational convictions into glor- 
ious experience. In Jesus, we sec God, 
and know him and become like him. 


SETTLING BEACONS. 


In the far cast a ship hailing from 


a German port lately drove ashore on 
the!sands of Java. When the master 
of the ship was called to an account 
for the disaster, he gave as an excuse 
that the beacon on shore had settled 
several feet in the sand, so that It did 
not register the height from the sea 
which, was ascribed to it In the hydro- 
graphic books. 
Mistaking the eleva- 


tion of the light, the skipper .substi- 
tuted its Indications for those of an- 
other light, and went ashore. The bea- 
con, not the skipper,- was a.t fault. 


Christians are set as beacons in the 


world. Some of them are ; comparable 
to 
tall 
and 
graceful 
lighthouses 


equipped with the finest lanterns, while 
others may be but lower | lights along 
the shore. 
But all are expected to 


shine for God, and to mintaln their 
position as long as their lives 
are 


spared. 
Too many church members, 


however, do not look well to the foun- 
tions of their faith, or allow, themselves 
to be affected by seductive worldly in- 
fluences, so that,_ consciously or un- 
consciously, they'begin to settle deeper 
Into sin. Their light burns dim, if It 
does not RO out altogether, or is shed 
forth upon the world from a lowe? 
moral plane, and so misleads Into ruin 
those who have been accustomed to 
look to the example of ithe church 
members in question for spiritual guid- 
ance.—Southern Churchman. 


TO REGULATE THE AIRSPACE.

ship. 
When parents keep In touch 


with their children's interests, 
and 


children confide freely in their parents, 
harmony reigns In the home.

a weight upon his .heart.

Tel-abib." where was a settlement of 
the captives on the River Chebar, not 
a great distance from Babylon.

So those 
who 


came to comfort Job sat, when they 
saw his desolation.

"Give them warning from me."

God spoke to Ezekiel after the seven 
days, and tt was like a clarion nota 
calling him to do his duty. 


"I have made thee a watchman unto 


the house of Israel." 
Still God Is 


speaking to Ezekiel. In the spirit of 
this saying. Tlssot has painted a won- 
derful picture of the prophet Ezcklel. 
on the top of a watchtower In the atti- 
tude of a muezzin, with his hands 
clasped upon his forehead, and 
his 


pelrclng eyes filled with th«' demand 
that men shall not linger. 


"If thou warn the wicked, and he 


turn not," etc. It l» not God's way io 
break Into any man's soul. 


"Thou hast delivered thy soul." All 


that God held Ezekiel accountable for 
was that he should faithfully deliver 
the message, and he should not he held 
responsible for the souls of men. 


It has been said of Ezekiel In com- 


parison with other prophets: 
"He Is 


not so much of a counselor and seer 
as Isaiah, nor so much of a reformer 
and Intercessor as Jeremiah, nor so 
much of a prince 
and 
statesman 


as Daniel, but 
more of a priest in 


his general spirit and bearing. More 
than a hundred times Is he palled a 
'son of man,' a title given to no other 
prophet except Daniel, and to him only 
once (Dan. 8:17), signifying doubtless 
to them of the captivity that he was 
not only a living witness for God. but 
a priestly mediator, with somewhat of 
the distant dignity of the great Son 
of man himself."—Prof. J. T. Hyde. 


We have many times in our lessons 


quoted from Dr. Joseph Parker, who 
In his lifetime was one of London's 
most eloquent preachers.

tice naturally led to preaching in the 
open air, which he occasionally did in 
some solitary place with a rock for si 
pulpit. Dr. Parker dates his first real 
sermon from his eighteenth year, which 
he delivered from tbfe village green, 
with a company of villagers seated un 
beams and planks. It came about this 
way: He had gone to the service with 
two preachers, each of whom delivered 
a sermon. While listening to the sec- 
ond preacher he was seized with an 
overpowering desire to unburden his 
soul. 
He arose and stoqd where the 


preachers had stood, and took for his 
text. "It shall be more tolerable for 
Tyre and Sidon at the judgment than 
for you." The villagers were startled 
as the young preacher set forth the In- 
iquities of the age. and loosed,all the 
thunder* he could command, and de- 
livered his soul with audacious frank- 
ness. 


His 
second 
sermon 
was 
also 


preached In the open air. and he.chose 
for his text. "If I whet my glittering 
•word, and mine hand take hold on 
judgment. I will render vengeance to 
mine enemies, and will reward them 
that hate me" (Deut. 32:41). 


His third sermon was delivered at 


a wheelwright's door, the pulpit being 
a large block of old oak. and It Is said, 
"The sermon went like an equinoctial 
gale." 


When he began to have 
appoint- 


ments, he sometimes walked fourteen 
miles to reach them. He went on with 
his work of preparation by rising at 
6 o'clock In the morning to study Ms 
Greek Testament, and to read theology 
with a clergyman. 


We have given this story at length 


w-lth the hope that It may suggest to 
^some earnest 3'oung men how they may 
seize hold of. the way to become the 
Lord's messengers. 
Sunday School Teachers and the Bible. 


All Bible teacher* arc In a way the 


successors of Jeremiah and Ezekiel. 
Both prophets studied and loved the 
Bible before they began to tell others 
about It. Jeremiah said: "Thy words 
were found, and T did eat them; and 
thy word was unto me the joy and re- 
joicing of my heart" (Jer. 15:16). The 
"eating," as in the case of 
Ezekiel, 


meant 
not bodily assimilation, 
but 


mental and spiritual: the soul being 
strengthened by God's truth, as the 
body Is built up by food. 


"Underbuilt with Bible study." This 


expression was used by Mr. Robert E. 
Specr in recommending Bible 
study. 


He further says: 
"Those who depre- 


cate devotional Bible study, as some 
do, are wrong. To study the Bible as 
we study Euclid, or Plato, or Mill, or 
Ganot, may have no effect whatever 
upon the soul of a man or his charac- 
ter.

rains, with a wqman's ready wit, she 
sew»d the rensure inside a. roll of cot-i 
ton, 
put on a co'ver. and took it to the ' 


jail to be used by Mr. Judson as a pil- '• 
low. 


In nine months he was transferred 


to the inner prison, whqre five pairs 
of fetters were put upon his ankles, 
and It was announced that he, with a 
hundred others, fastened to a bamboo 
pole, were to be killed before morning.' 
During this terrible night, much prayer ' 
ascended for the precious pillow. 
It 


'had fallen to the share of the keeper: 
of the prison, but Mrs. Judson, pro- 
ducing a better one, Induced''"hliri^to 
exchange.

Mr. Judson was not killed, but hur- 


ried away ito another pla«e. and again 
the 'pillow was his companion. ''But, 
one of the Jailers untied the mat that' 
served as Its cover and threw the roll 
of cotton Into the .yard as:'worthjeis. j 
Here a native Christian. Itinerant u:ot 
its value, found and preserved It as a' 
relic of his beloved master, and with' 
him months afterward its 
contents 


were 
discovered Intact.

close of the war this New Testament 
was printed, and in 1834 the whole 
Bible was translated Into the Burmese,' 
language—a language peculiarly dlfV 
flcult on account of Its "constructloiv 
and curious combinations.—Stories ftn 
BlbU.Tranilatlon.

;W. -F. Graeter's Inventive Genius 


Has Evolved Clever Representa- 
tion of Old Faithful Geyser and 
Boiling Pools in Realistic Opera- 
tion—On Display in Indiana Fur- 
niture- Company's Window. 


As a direct outcome of the tour of 


the special Fort "Wayne party of some 
seventy-five members through 
Yel- 


lowstone park a few weeks ago, "Old 
Faithful 
Geyser" 
is 
Intermittently 


shooting forth his Shafts of hot water 
and his clouds of steam, and the boil- 
ing—tfool is pouring up its bubbling 
flood and then receding In one of the 
show windows of the Indiana. Furni- 
ture company's establishment, on East 
Main street. 


Half surrounding the scene is a mass 


of miniature pine trees brought from 
the park, their _yerdure constantly 
moist from the %'apor of the geyser 
and the pool. Scattered over the prey 
earth which forms the groundwork of 
the scene are miniature signs, such as 
are sprinkled at Intervals over 
the 


park. 
There 
la one reading: ' Old 


Faithful." 
Another is "Biscuit Basin." 


Still another bears the ominous warn- 
ing, "Dangerous." Completely cover- 
ing one of the large \vindows are Some 
two hundred pictures, many of them 
photographs of the big Fort Wayne 
party which "did" the park in happy 
fashion early in August? 


Work of W. F. Graetor. 


The miniature model of one of the 


big show spots o fthe park is the 
work of W. F. Graotcr, who was a 
member of the Fort Vnyne contingent 
which, traveling we?' in a 
special 


train, enjoyed.the t-i 
to Yellowstone. 


Mr. Graeter admits -hat he met up 
-V'ith a lot of difficulty in the evolu- 
•ion of his idea, and he naturally takes 
.1 pardonable pride in Uie triumph of 
realism which he has produced. 


Mounted upon an asbestos-lined box 


is the groundwork of the miniature 
Yellowstone park. It is made of ce- 
ment, and designed to show the char- 
acter of the topography in the vicin- 
ity of "Old Faithful." The latter is a 
miniature mountain of cement, and 
from Its crater at intervals belches 
steam and hot water alternately, then 
subsiding for a time only to be re- 
peated a moment later. 
In the fore- 


ground Is "the miniature boiling pool, 
whose waters alternately .rise and fall 
In most mystifying fashion. 


Construction ii Ingenious. 


"I'll bet I made ;t hundred of those 


pools before I got ono to work prop- 
erly," said Mr. Graeter, "and perhaps 
fifty 'Old Faithfuls' before I was satis- 
fled with the experiment. The steam 
and the hot water arc produced by an 
Ingenious arrangement of pipes and 
tanks concealed In the box-like sup- 
port for the model, and arc heated by 
a gns' name. Almost anybody could 
have produced an arrangement that 
would have thrown a. steady stream of 
hot water or a cloud of steam, and to 
have produced a continuously boiling 
pool would have also been easy." 


It was the Intermittent effect, the 


bubbling up and the lowering of the 
water in the pool thnt 
cnuged • Mr. 


Orated 
to 
delve deeply Into some 


original Investigation Into the laws of 
physics before ho was able to produce 
the desired effect. The clever arrange- 
ment has attracted much attention, 
and it is well worth a moment's pause 
to see.

interesting and enjoyed by all. We 
stopped at Pocatello sufficiently long 
to purchase a few souvenirs, talk to 
the Indians, inducing one squaw 
to 


permit us to see her 
six-wceks-old 


papoose, for which privilege we paid 
her forty-five cents. 


We were then taken by the Oregon 


Short Line to Yellowstone station, the 
western entrance tu the park, being 
accompanied on this part of the trip 
by Mr. Armstrong, superintendent of 
the division, who glowingly explained 
and pointed out the interesting points, 
and who was very capable of showing 
the best points, as he was the engin- 
eer who constructed this part of the 
Oregon 
Short 
Line 
which 
passes 


through the gorgeously beautiful can- 
yons of the Snako and Warm rivers. 


We arrived at the park at 10 p. m., 


August 5, beating our schedule time 
by about nine hours. We slept in our 
train "lhat night, very comfortably In- 
deed, standing Just outside ot 
the 


wonderland, n gentle rain pattering 
down to lay the dust for our long drive 
of next day. 
The next morning we 


arose with the sun, and at 7 a. m. the 
Wylle Permanent Camping company 
took us In charge, taking us In car- 
riages through the beautiful Christmas 
Tree park, to Riverside camp, on the 
Madison river. 
After breakfast was 


served wo prepared for our six days' 
trip through TTft park. Our party was 
furnished with fifteen surreys, each 
accommodating flve tourists and th« 
guld?, and a most comfortable vehicle 
for making this trip. 


With wonderland before us, 
from 


this time on for six days wo are lost 
to the world—trains, telephones, busi- 
ness and nil cares are left behind, and 
nothing but beautiful sights and won- 
ders to enjoy. 


Tho drive along the Madison and 


Gibbon rivers Is one of the most beau- 
tiful one could dream of, the tranquil 
beauty of the mountains, the rushing 
of the streams and falls, the sunlit 
glades and the thousands 'of stately 
pines, passing' the Junction of the Flre- 
holo and Gibbon rivers, quite a his- 
toric point in the discovery of 
the 


park in 1S70. 


Soon after leaving this point we see 


the first hot springs. We follow up 
the Gibbon river, which is overflowing 
with trout (nnd water) 
to 
Gibbon 


lunch station.. Afer lunch we rest for 
a time, and then 
proceed 
through 


Lower Geyser basin, Midway 
basin, 


passing the yawnlns Excelsior 
sey- 


ser crater, Prismatic lake, the world- 
renowned "plopping" and "blabbing" 
Paint Pots, where there Is enough 
already prepared of differently colored 
material to fresco a city of 
houses. 


Passing by Biscuit basin We reach the 
WyJIe permanent camp in the heart-of 
the Upper Geyser basin, the Indescrib- 
able wonder of the world. Here we 
remain thirty-six hours, or a day and 
one-half. 


August 5.—After a very 
refreshing 


night's sleep in the lap of thousands ot 
geysers, 6"ur guide takes us for a trip 
overland among the geysers, nam6ly, 


_ the Grotto, Riverside, Giant, Castle, 
I Bee Hive, Lion,' Lioness 
and 
Cubs, 


I Giantess, Sawmill. Daisy, Grand, Lone 
Star, Mortar, Spasmodic, Fan, Comet, 
Oblongi 
Cliff, 
Economic 
and 
Old 


Faithful and passing more than 200 
boiling springs, we arrive at Old Faith- 
ful' Inn, Which can ,not 
be matched 


anywhere In the world, ft is a lofty. 
wide-spreading structure of logs, with 
a touch of Swiss about Its gables and 
windows. Within, the logs arc every- 
where—partitions, balustrades, stair- 
steps and newel posts; even the drink- 
ing fountain te a log. It must have 
been a mighty task to search the for- 
ests for all the queer formg'of growth 
tha.t-enter Into the,6onstruction of this 
curious and rustic Interior. Our car- 
riages meet us and take 'us for a two 
hours' ride through Hell's Half-Acre, 
something more than Dante's 
"In- 


ferno." 


Afer lunch and a short rest we arc 


taken through Biscuit basin, a most 
Interesting pla<;e of geysers, hot pools 
and beautiful formations, and the re- 
mainder of the afternoon is spent in 
going from geyser to geyser, which 
wo see In action.' To describe a gey- 
ser I will say for'the Giant, ft i)is a 
crater about fifteen feet In diameter, 
plays about every eight days, throws 
a stream of hot water arid stenm 250 
feet high, nnd remains In action from 
two to four hours. Tho water thrown 
from those freyserj 'and contained in 
the hot springs and pools. Is about 50 
degrees hotter ll'.an boiling, or about 
1!70 degrees Fahrenheit.. We sleep an- 
other nlglu'ln tlie lap of the geysers, 


while the babble and roar ot them con- 
tinues every minute. 


August 6.—At 7:30 a. m. we start'on 


a drive of nineteen miles to Yellow- 
stone lake, passing Lone Star geyser, 
Kepler falls. Spring Creek 
canyon. 


In this -ifanyon are found some of the 
rarest and most beautiful wild flowers, 
including the columbine and mountain 
primrose, the monotonous lodge pole 
pine, stately silver fir and Engleman 
spruce. Scores of beaver dams in the 
creek mark the activity of this am- 
phibious animal. Isa lake and Craig 
ptas mark the first crossing on the 
Continental divide, where the snows 
are melting and sends water to both 
oceans. We are then about 8,300 feet 
above sea level. We arrive at Lake 
camp, on the banks of the. beautiful 
Yellowstone lake, the highest 
large 


body of water in the world—twenty 
miles long and fifteen miles wide—and 
a short time before reaching 
Lake 


camp we stop at Thumb lunch station, 
where one can see numerous hot pools, 
mud springs and paint pots, not so 
large, but more beautiful In coloring 
than the renowned Mammoth paint 
pots. 


From this point one can take the 


steamer, crossing Yellownstono lake, 
or continue In the carriages to Lake 
camp, passing through a 
beautiful 


forest ride and tho Knotted woods. 


August 7.—Leave Lake camp at 7:30 


a. m. on a. beautiful drive along; Yel- 
lowstone river, on whose waters rest- 
Ing easily arc many 
pelicans, 
wild 


geese and seagulls, and on the road- 
side arc many deer, elk and a 
few- 


bear, which placidly glance at you as 
you pass. About midway between the 
Lake camp and the Canyon camp we 
reach the Mud geyser, a most hideous 
but interesting sight, and nearby its 
Gothic grotto, a most wonderful ,and 
beautiful, 
noisy, 
belching 
spring, 


whose arched covering has art faded. 
The drive from this point to the Can- 
yon camp Is through a very thickly 
populated country of boiling springs 
and hot pools, where you take 
one 


smell ot sulphur,and have thoughts oC 
hell. 


Canyon camp Is beautifully situated 


Just a short distance from this wonder- 
ful ,»nd beautiful canyon. 'This gorge 
beggars description. The upper and 
lower falls, viewed from Artist 
and 


Inspiration points, ' surely 
has the 


world beaten for grandeur and beauty. 
The falls, 300 feet high, and the river 
trailing like a. sliver serpent down this 
wonderful and'awful gorge, is beyond 
the description of .any one—a little like 
the negro's sweet potatoes and 'pos- 
sum—"Just hush! Too good to 
talk 


about." 


Spend.the day at the canyon, in de- 


scending: the not "Golden Stair" for 497 
steps, to near vthe bottom of the can- 
yon. Take pictures, eat quite a bit, 
sleep some,after visiting the Canyon 
hotel, -having the most beautiful din- 
ing room and lounging room we have 
ever had the pleasure of seeing. 


August 
8.—Regretfully 
leave 
the 


canyon at 7:30 a. m. for Swan 
lake, 


passing the Wedded trees, 
Virginia 


cascade and many beautiful hot pools 
and boiling springs, the , Devil's Fry- 
Ing Pan, 
Roaring 
mountain. Twin 


lakes—and they only a few feet apart, 
the one colored a beautiful peacock 
blue and the other a beautiful emerald 
green—beaver dams, the Obsidion cliff. 
a formation of black glass; Appolinaris 
spring, Bunsen's peak, Electric peak, 
and reach Swan lake for lunch. After 
lunch we make the start for Mammoth 
Hot Springs, passing through Golden 
Gate 
canyon, 
tho 
Hoodoos, 
which 


would make one crazy to try to de- 
scribe, we arrive nt Mammoth Mot 
Springs nnd Fort Yellowstone. 
Mere 


we find the Terraces,-,. SOO feet high, 
wonderfully formed 
and 
beautifully 


colored—water-made wonders . of 
the 


park—AnRCl Terrace and Liberty Cap 
among them. Return to Swnn lake for 
the night. 


August J.—Leave Swan Lake camp 


at 7:30 a. m. for Norrls basin, and 
any one that ever expects to go to hell 
should by all means visit Norrls basin 
first in order to come not abruptly 
up to the high life.at once, for when 
you walk across the board walks in 
Norris basin you are for a mile or two 
only about six , Inches from hell, and 
some places not so far. 


Reached Riverside camp and 
Yelr 


lowstone station in the evening and 
boarded our,train for Salt Lake City, 
reaching that-ffoint for breakfast the 
following: morning. 


August 10.—Our visit this day 
in 


Suit Lnke wns a , most 
entertaining 


one. 
After breakfast, taking a trol- 


•ley ride, serins all of this 
beautiful 


city, 
its 
fine 
buildings, 
beautiful 


streets, we arrived at the 
Mormon 


tabernacle, where it was our good for- 
tune to hoar the organ recital on tho 
largest nnd most wonderful organ in 
tho world, and hen- much credit must 
bo given to the organist—name not 
known. 


After lunch, taking the train 
to 


Saltair beach, a .very beautiful pavll- 
Ilon on the banks of the great Salt 
lake. Here they dance, eat popcorn, 
purchase prize paddles, take pictures, 
and most entertaining,of all is a bath 
in .the salt water, where any one can 
swim and float like a feather. In water 
that is more thair 22 .per cent, salt— 
ana If you ever visit Salt lake, your 
annual bath here will do you good. 


Leaving Salt Lake City.after a line 


dinner being served us at the New 
Utah hotel, just completed and hav- 
ing cost $2.000.000 (the hotel,' not the 
meal), our train pulled out at 8 p. m., 
August 10. and 
arrived 
In 
Fort 


Wayne at 8:30 p. m., August 12. 


Those having an idea of «. park in 


the ordinary world—1 hat is, a few acres 
ot ground fenced in, some nice trees, 
plenty of grocn grass and a few do- 
mesticated wild animals—must cirpand 
their ideas at the Yellowstone park, 
as It contains 3,358 square miles, Is not 
fenced in, guarded by 2,000 .United 
States army soldlergf 
with rivers, 


lakes, canyons nnd mountains for six 
full days' ride, and yet there are thou- 
sands of acres in the park that scarce- 
ly man hns ever trod. 


In behalf of our party of seventy- 


four people making the trip, I feel that 
wo are very much Indebted to the of- 
ficers of the Pennsylvania, C. & N. W. 
railway. Union ^Pacific .railway and 
the OreKon Short Line, for their ef- 
ficiency in handling our train, making 
very quick time with no accident; also

made a good thing out of it for years until he war 
jpprohended. The Chicago firm.made a specialty of 
pongee silks. For a number of years they sold silk at 
a lower rate than they could Import it from abroad. 
tt was the same way with all th^ other big silk mer- 
chants In the country. The Una virtually cornered 
the market. It was too good to last. 
; 


"In due time the case came to us. We would hare 


bad It before bad it been an Instance of simple under- 
valuation. 
In that respect all was regular. 
We, 


finally ran the matter down and traced it to a dishon- 
est examiner. The buyer had been paying him to alter 
the weights on the invoices. Bales of -»llk weighing 
580 pounds were Invoiced at fifty-eight pounds; 400 
pound bales were Invoiced at forty pounds, and »o on. 
One of th* Invoices bad been altered by the examiner 
In such a manner that the firm had paid but $40 duty 
on a bale which should have paid $1,200 at least. It 
was no wonder that the concern could sell silki 
cheaper than any other American firm. 


"A few years ago we received an anonymous tele- 


phonic warning to the effect that a certain firm 4 
Havana leaf tobacco dealers In this city was selling 
Havana wrappers 'under the market.' We found 
that this firm had been Importing its tobacco through 
the port of Tampa and thence by rail to New 
York. The usual and cheaper course is by direct 
steamers from Havana to New York. We seized a 
large number of bales, which had been Invoiced at a 
low rate of duty as 'fillers and binders,' and found 
them to contain a select quality of wrappers, subject 
to n much higher rate of duty. There was nothing 
dishonest about the transaction In so far as the cu»- 
toms officials at Tampa were concerned. Tbe Intro- 
duction of the merchandise under a false classlflcr.- 
tlon lind been made possible by n rather ,lax system 
of Inspection at Tampa, which wits subsequently rem- 
edied. The New York firm knew better than to try 
thp game on at this port of entry. 


"Whnt are we before w.e become special agents?, 


Everything, almost. Bank clerks, bookkeepers, clerks, 
furriers, weavers and chemists. The division ha» 
representatives who speak almost all of the living 
languages, as well as many of the dend one*. Some 
' of our experts and confidential agents nre naturalized 


citizens, but most of us are native Americans- The 
division Is now under the rlvll service, and any man 
who enters It will be promoted as rapidly as he de- 
serves. 


"To n great extent we receive our various assign- 


ments according to our natural bent. If a special 
agent was formerly an expert bookkeeper, we'd quite 
naturally call upon him when It became necessary to 
go through the books of some importing house sus- 
pected of undervaluation methods or fake discount 
schemes. If the agent happens to be'a former cow 
puncher from down Texas way, and great numbers

It Is like stand- 
ing under the tree and waiting for the peach to fall 
Instead of eUmblng up and picking It Often the 
•coat n«r« comes. In the ordinary course of erents 
the scout* mak« the rounds of th* larger minor 
leagues during their playing season and cull from 
UMM the players who look as If they might hold up 
In the Wg show. This Is done by means of the draft, 
unless a player appears to b* Tery »nch out of focus 
to tke class In which he is appearing, »nd then he Is 
bought outright This occurs seldom, as the minors 
in gone orer with a flue tooth comb for material. 


But perhaps the day that the scout rlslts town the 


ambitions playeHs m or hurt or has a bad day. The 
best'of them ha»e their bad days. Then his one 
chance Is gone. The hope of every minor league ball 
player Is that he will be taken South with some major 
league club for the spring practice, so that h« can 
show day after day what he can do. Not one of them 
but feels confident he will make good If^he can Just 
get» chance. As a matter of fact, the greater part of 
the recruits taken South are sent back before the real 
Mason starts, sometimes for additional schooling, but 
more often for good.

STORAGE OF SWEET POTATOES 


A WELL VENTILATED AND FROST PROOF HOUSE IS ABSOLUTELY ESSENTIAL.

To build a sweet po ato storage 


house or dry kiln that will hold 2000 
bushels, mark oft a foundation 22x38 
feet, extending east and west. Then 
mark off a 1-foot space all around 
this on the inside and build a concrete 
wa'l two feet high and one foot thick, 
with 'an even, level surface to lay the 


on. 


Cut oft eight feet at the east end 


and build a concrete wall one foot 
thick from sltio. to side, the same 
height as the outside wail. 


in the center of the east-end space 


dig a cellar six feet deep, live feet 
wide'und 10 feet long, leaving a five- 
foot shelf on eui:h side. Tl'is cellar is 
to be used for a fire box. where 'you 
place a stove to produce heat for the 
house. 
Cement the entire bottom,

entire surface with cement even with 
the top of the wall, leaving open the 
mouths of the tiles on cither side of 
the stovepipe. Now this makes a 
r-.t-proof foundation that will never 
bo troubled with dampness or freez- 
ing.

good 2x4 stuff, placing one stringer 
around the top of the wall even with 
It. outside edge and another strlnjter 
even with its inside edge.

Now take 2xfi Joists 22 feet long and 


nail them to the studs just beneath 
the pinto RIJ you can coil to them on 
the under pldo. 


Place some 2x4 pieces lengthwise 


between the studding where you want 
to nail the boxing; divide the height 
and Insert the first railing throe feet 
from tho top of tho sill and the 
second railing three foot above that, 
so that you can nail the boxing at two 
places In tho middle and at each end. 


Before putting on the boxing take 


heavy felt paper or tarred roofing and 
nail It to tho outside ot tho studding. 
After tho outside Is boxed up. get 
some sound, dry sawdust and Itll in 
the wall as you cell up tho Inside. 


Bo very careful to beat and pack 


the sawdust firmly as you cell up the 
wall. You now have a solid 12-inch 
wall of sawdust commencing op tho 


concrete wall and extending up to 
the plate. 


In order to have the sawdust dry, 
t is advisable to get It fresh from the 
mill and put it In a shed where it will 
not get wet and where you can stir 
:t so that it will season well. I find 
:hat the dryer the sawdust the better 
the result 


Having the walls finished, put on a 


:ood shingle roof with a fairly steep 
pitch. Then ceil under the joists with 
a good flooring and fill in the loft with 
sawdust until the joists are covered 
one or two inches. 
Compact thi» 


sawdust with that of the walls. 


This makes a frost-proof house. Th» 


top half of the Inside door should be 
of glass, then, by leaving the outside, 
door open, plenty of light will be ad- 
mitted to the small room, which is to 
be used as the barreling room. 


Lay down 2x6 sleepers two feet 


apart and make a tight floor in the 
small room. Make a trap door to step 
downstairs to the fire box.

KEEPING CELERY ON THE FARM 


A great deal of celery is now being 


grown on the farm, more than ever 
before, as farmers find this crop not 
difficult and always salable. 


Where-but a. small quantity is to be 


stored for winter sale or use in the 
family, it can be banked up with earth 
where the plants are grown. 


The earth should be placed around 


the base of the plants to hold them In 
good form and where they can remain 


L without further banking until there 


.3 danger of a hard frost. 


The earth should be turned up to 


the very tops of the plants, almost 
covering them/' and then .as the 
weather becomes colder the' ridge 
should be covered with coarse stable 
aianure, straw or corn fodder held In 
Place by means of boards fastened 
with sticks. 


A very good method for the farm is 


to dig a pit. say 24 Inches deep, three 
xteet wide and of the necessary length. 


The-soil In the bottom iliould be loos- 
Brjed to form a bed in wl.ich the roots 
Of the celery may be set. 
, Pack this trench with fully grown 


plants; placing the roots close to- 
gether, with considerable soil adher- 
ing to them. 
. As the celery is placed in the trench 
it should be well watered and then 
allowed to remain open long enough 
for the tops to become dried off. 


Unless the soil Is very dry at the 


time of storing, or extended warm 
v/eather should follow, it will not be 
necessary to 'apply any more water. 


Place a 12-inch board on edge along 


Cross-Section of 'Hotbed Pit used 


for storage of Celery on a small scale. 


one side of the trench and -bank up 
tho surplus earth o- the outside; 
cover the trench with a roof of 
boards, sash, straw on poles, or corn 
stalks from which the tops have been 
removed, placing the stalks across the 
pit with one end resting on tho board 
anc! the other on the ground; spread 
over this a light covering of straw or 
other material which will pack close, 
and as tho weather becomes colder, 
increase the covering to keep out the 
frost. 


Celery stored in this manner will 


keep until late in the winter, and 
while the method is too laborious for 


i application on a large commercial 


j scale, it is to be recommended for the 
I use of the farmer and small grower 
because of its simplicity. 


The unused pit of a permanent hot- 


bed may be utilized as a storage place 
for celery by removing the > surplus 
et-rth and substituting a covering of 
boards for the sr.sh. 


The celery is stored in the same 


manner as in the trench, and the bed 
may be covered with any' material 
which will keep out frost.

Any steel tool will rust if exposed 


to damp air, yet I have found that 
tools subjected,to the following treat- 
ment everj- three months will not rust 
unless actually thrown on the ground 
or exposed to hard rain. 
Take two 


parts each of graphite and tallow and 
one part gum camphor; melt together, 
and if not soft enough to form a stiff 
paste add more tallow or lard. 
Re- 


move all rust from tho steo! surface, 
wipe dry and apply tho pasto. Let It 
remain on for twenty-four hours, then 
rub dry. Unless tho tool Is needed 
even longer than one day will be still 
better for the tool to be covered with 
tho preparation. The above prepara- 
tion has the effect of. a coating of oil 
though every vestlgo has apparently 
boon removed for months.—H, H. F.

READING CREAM TESTS 
In the Babcock test-bottle the bot- 


tom of the fat column is practically 
a straight line but tho top has a 
concave surface and tho question as 
to whether the fat should be read at 
the top, the bottom, or some other 
point has been much discussed. 


This uncertainty may be entirely 


overcome by dropping a small quan- 
tity of alcohol into the neck of the 
test bottle after tho cream test is 
completed. . The alcohol floats in tho 
top and changes Its concave surface 
to nearly a straight line. As the use 
of the alcohol dissolves the fat, there- 
fore reduces the length of the column 
and gives too low a reading, this can 


bo overcome by f.rst adding to tho 
alcohol all tho fat It will dissolve and 
then pouring a small quantity of this 
fat-saturatr.il alcohol on tho top of 
the fat column In the test bottle. 


The diagrams in the figure show 


the difference. 
In bottle No.. 1 it 


shows tho top curve of the fai which 
occupies a space between A and B of 
nifarly 1 per eont of the scale. The 
test should be read 10 or 20, depend- 
ing on the selection of A or B as the 
point to which it is read. 


In bottle No, 2 the alcohol makes 


a straight line at the top of the fnt 
column, so that the test can be read 
at that point without any uncertainty. 


MAKING GOOD CIDER VINEGAR 


It is not enough to simply grind the 


apples Into cider, then roll under the 
shade of a tree or into the cellar and 
patiently wait till the vinegar is made. 


To make good vinegar the apples 


should be about ripe'but not mellow, 
and when ground and pressed the 
cider should be strained Into clean 
barrels. 


While apples should bo clean, it is 


not best to wash them before grind- 
ing, and no water should be used in 
the cider. 


It is well known that the changing 


from sweet cider to vinegar begins as 
soon as tho juice leaves the apple and 
continues through the various stages 
from six to eighteen months, the time 
depending on conditions and treat- 
ment. 


If the cider is kept in a warm cellar 


or other convenient place and a cake 
of yc'ast dissolved in water is added 
for every five gallons, it will hasten 


through the loop, to hold the meat in 
place. 


Next, scoop out a shallow basin In 


the ground-—a little smaller than the 
barrel. 
In the depression build a 


smouldering fire of chips or cobs, 
whichever is the more convenient (we 
prefer the cobs). 


Now place the barrel and the meat 


over the lire, leaving a small opening 
at the ground to form a draught, and 
you can smoko your meat to perfec- 
tion in a very few minutes. If several 
pieres are tu be smoked any number 
of barrels may be operated at the 
same time and with equal results. 


It is n(tvisablo to keep a constant 


watch during this process; in fa.ct, it 
is necessary that one do so, lest too 
much draught be allowed and the 
meat get too warm, or tho barrel 
ratch tire and burn up both meat and 
tho barrel.—M. Covordell.

starter, good vinegar rosy be made la 
six months. 


But, 
if tl-e barrels are stored In a 


cool cellar and no attention paid t« 
jthem, it will take from a year and a 
| half to two years to produce mar* 
chantable vinegar. 


The vinegar making may be hast- 


ened by the addition in the last stagei 
of making of water sweetened with 
molasses, preferably sorghum. 


When the vinegar is made, th« 


barrels should be filled If not quit*

to nails, as they will hold the pieces 
together more firmly and do not work 
loose, as nails do.

HE "merchandise man" Is the deus ex ma- 
"china of the department store. He may be 
the proprietor, but in these days of complex 
| 
organization he is more likely to be a man 
selected by the proprietor because of his pe- 


culiar aptitude for systematlzation. bis acumen Sn 
dealing with the perplexities of supply ,*nd' demand 
and an., unerring instinct for the goal of success In 
the midst of the pitfalls of fluctuating tastes and the 
uncertainties of trade conditions. 


Sometimes the "'special sales" worked up by the de- 


partment conflict with the regular business of another 
department In an amusing way—a serious one, how- 
ever, to the Injured head of the department concerned. 


The buyer for misses' suits sends forth his adver-. 


tlaement announcing a wonderful half price sale of 
suits for school girls. In response come "little women" 
of doubtful ages who carry off these plums. 
The 


buyer of the "ready to wear" for women becomes 
purple with rage as he Yatc*es customers rightfully 
belonging to him spending their money on misses' 
suits, and he hies himself with his grievance to the 
,merchandise man. 


In the clothing department the buyer for men's 


<f clothes is swearing under his breath because in the. 


boys' section they are selling a job lot of trousers to 
middle aged men of yilputlan proportion* which were 
brought Into the store for youths Just entering their 
'teens.

In the section where automobile goods are sold these 
same goods are also-being shown, while In the base- 
ment, In the "untrlmined" millinery department, knit- 
ted caps are selling over the counter like hot cakes 
because they are being offered at next to nothing 
price*. 


The matter Is brought before the merchandise man 


by the four equally indignant heads of the depart- 
ments. He listens and makes a painstaking Investi- 
gation. He finds th"'- the woman In charge of the. 
"knitted goods" has the caps knitted by hand In order 


' 
to display the. woollen yarn which she has on sale by 
the skein. The automobile section has purchased Us 
supply from the manufacturers at tbe general market 
priced and bases its right to carry'them upon the fac,t 
| 
that they are indispensableJo_ihe feminine Motorist. 
The millinery department has Imported Us caps and 
has n complete line, but the duty on them has brow&ht 
them to a price prohibitive to every one but the women 
of wealth, while In the basement they have taken.-the 
entire output of a factory's "seconds" and are selling 
them at a price within the reach of the working girls, 
who wear them to and from work, In crowded sub- 
ways and on every occasion except the one for which 
they were intended—the automobile, with which they 
have only a "passing" acquaintance. 


The merchandise man has no Idle moment* during 


the business day. His flrst work Is the disposal of 
mail relating'to the merchandise of tbe store. This 
comes to him after having been opened, redd and dis- 
tributed by the correspondence bureau. There are 
hundreds of letters cacb morning, from wholesale 
hon«es, factories and mills all over the world having 
special Inducements to offer or new merchandise to 
show 
Perhaps they .have not succeeded In impress- 


ing the head of a department. 
A writer will claim 


that he has never had a fair opportunity to show his 
samples.1 Another letter may contain an insinua- 
tion that the buyer has a personal prejudice against 
a particular manufacturer, or that the bulk of busi- 
ness nas oeen given to ft competitor wno Has made 
it worth the buyer's while. Innuendoes of all sorts 
appear In the letters, which end by begging the mer- 
chandise man to kindly intercede for them.

The merchandise man sees that the buyer referred 


to receives a copy of the letter, with a request to note 
all facts and to glvff a detailed explanation in writ- 


chance.
